The raise in iron 
and the large orders are making things in- 
teresting. 
All the furnaces are in full blast, 


Ihe rolling mills are running day and night 
and 
1.11 branches of trails proportionally 


good. 


The result of the riots of 1877 is scarcely 


discernable, as the pieperty destroyed has 
been replaced with more extensive buildings 
and their smoky appearanct gives them the 
resemblance of buildings'of long standing. 


The incineration of Dr. Le Moyne's 


body which look place on the 17th inst., 
created but little sensation here, as two 
other bodies were cremated in the same 
fiery furnace, some lime since, the only 
dilliirence being the iron cage made express- 
ly for the remains of tlie Doctor.
